BATTLE IN A RAGING TYPHOON. 
Spanish Rage at the Arrival of Fresh 
Reinforcements Led Them to Attack the 
American Trenches Between Cavite and 
Manila — Insurgents Took No Hand. 
Americans Now Occupy the Trenches 
Formerly Held by the Insurgents. 


Cavite, Manila Bay, Aug. 4, via 
Hong Kong, Aug. 10.—The first shed­ 
ding of Aemrican blood on Philippine 
soil took place Sunday night, when 11 
were killed and 44 wounded during a 
skirmish at the Malate trenches, be­ 
tween Cavlto and Manila. 


General Greene’s force, numbering 


4.000 men, had been advancing and en­ 
trenching. The arrival of the third ex­ 
pedition filled the Spaniards with rage, 
and they determined to give battle be­ 
fore Camp Dewey could be reinforced. 
Tho trenches extended from the beach, 
300 yards to the left flank of the in­ 
surgents. 


Sunday was the insurgent feast day, 
and their left llank withdrew, leaving 
the American right flank exposed. 
Companies A and E of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania and the Utah battery 
were ordered to reinforce the right 
flank. 
In the midst of a raging ty­ 
phoon, with a tremendous downpour of 
rain, tho enemy's force, estimated at 
3.000 men, attempted to surprisq the 
camp. Our pickets were driven in and 
the trenches were assaulted. 


The brave' Pennsylvania men never 
flinched, but stood their ground undjjr 
a withering lire. 
The alarm spread, 
and the First California regiinent, 
with two companies of the Third ar­ 
tillery, who fight with rifles, were sent 
to reinforce the Pennsylvanians. Tho 
enemy were on top of the trenches 
when 
these reinforcements arrived, 
and never was the discipline of the reg­ 
ulars better demonstrated than by the 
work of the Third artillery under Cap­ 
tain O'Hara. 
Nothing could be seen 
but flashes of Mauser rifles. Men ran 
right up to the attacking Spaniards 
and mowed them down with regular 
volleys. 


The Utah battery covered itself with 
glory. 
The men pulled their guns 
through mud axle deep. 
Two guns 
were sent around in flank and poured 
in a destructive enfilading fire. 
The 
enemy was repulsed and retreated in 
disorder. Our infantry had exhausted 
its ammunition and did not follow tho 
enemy. 
Not an inch of ground was 
lost, but the scene in the trenches was 
one never to be forgotten. 


During flashes of lightning the dead 
and wounded could fbe seen lying in 
blood red water, but neither the ele­ 
ments of Heaven nor the destructive 
power of man could wring a cry of pro­ 
test from the wounded. They encour- I 
aged their comrades to fight and hand­ 
ed over their cartridge belts. 


On the night of Aug. 1 the fight 
was renewed, but the enemy had been 
taught a lesson, and made the attack 
at long lange with heavy artillery. The 
Utah battery replied, and tho artillery 
duel lasted an hour. On the night of 
Aug. 2 the artillery duel was renewed.

Although the engagement scarcely 
( attained the importance of a battle, it 
thoroughly tested the qualify of the 
United States troop« arid had an ex­ 
cellent effect, stimulating their zeal 
and enthusiasm, and inspiring them 
with confidence. 


The Spaniards whose losses in the 1 
engagement ar.*1 not known, are adopt­ 
ing tactics intended to irritate the 
Americans. 
Every night they main­ 
tain an annoying fire. They have now 
) got the true range of the earthworks, ' 
and their shell and shrapnel fire is 1 
very accurate. 


General Macarthur's brigade, which 
arrived 
Sunday, 
is 
landing today 
through the heavy surf. Nothing more 
serious than a thorough wetting has i 
occurred as yet, although the opera- . 
tion is not without considerable dan­ 
ger. Hardly any cases of sickness are I 
reported. 


The insurgents rendered no assist- | 
ance, but retreated on the first shot.

eral F rank’s division ^ ‘.anie into the 
open the regim ents moved forward in 
the order which they are brigaded, and 
passed the reviewing stand, com pany 
at a time, until the whole arm y had 
passed in review. 
The m ovem ent be­ 
gan at S:30 a. m., and it w as 12:30 p. m. 
before the last company passed the 
stand. 


The m agnificent spectacle w a s w it­ 
nessed by a large crowd of spectators, 
who were thrilled with the scene as 
the regim ents marched by in the m ost 
perfect order, keeping time to the mar­ 
tial strains of a score of regim ental 
bands and field music organizations. 
It w as a scene rarely witnessed in the 
history of a nation, and the cleverness 
and the skill with which it w as car­ 
ried out w a s a high compliment to 
both the m en and officers in command.

Answer to President's Conditions 
Presented at Washington. 


W ashington, Aug. 10.--More than 21 
hours after it 
had 
begun to 
reach 
W ashington, the Spanish note in an ­ 
swer to the president’s peace conditions 
w as presented at the W hite House by 
the French ambassador. 
W hat the n a ­ 
ture of the answ er w as can only be 
conjectured at this stage, the secre­ 
tary of state at the conclusion of the 
conference m aking the formal sta te­ 
m ent that nothing w hatever could be 
said upon the subject. 
The conference 
lasted an hour and 25 minutes. 
Thi3 
prolonged discussion w as believed to 
indicate that the Spanish answ er w as 
not satisfactory in all inspects, though 
in just w hat 
points it fell 
short of 
m eeting the expectations of the presi­ 
dent it is impossible to say. 


It w as felt by the observers that had 
the answ er been a complete acceptance 
of our term s the result would have been 
m ade public. 
On the other hand, it 
would be a strained inference to con­ 
clude that the answ er w as u n satisfac­ 
tory entirely, for in that case, accord­ 
ing J:o the president’s statem ent here­ 
tofore made, his offer would have been 
definitely withdrawn and the war re­ 
sum ed with greater energy than before. 
It would seem that there could scarcely 
be a good reason in this case for w ith ­ 
holding the result of the conference. 
On the whole it is rather to be con­ 
cluded that a middle result w as ob­ 
tained, that Spain w as found to have 
attached certain conditions to her a c­ 
ceptance of the president’s terms, but 
that the latter w as not disposed to 
regard the injection of the new m a t­ 
ter as sufficient in itself to w arrant an 
im m ediate term ination of the peace 
negotiations. 
According to this view, 
the president has taken exception to 
some of the Spanish conditions, but has 
allowed a last opportunity for them to 
be w ithdraw n or modified.

THE ATMCL'PHERE OF LONDON. 


It Contains ?(Jore Things TJian Any Other 


City—rtnst Enough for Food. 


Only by degrees are the marvelous 


qualities o,< our London atmosphere 
becoming known. 
No city in the 


world can bi»ast such a peculiar aerial 
composition as that which the inhabi- 
tants of the metropolis have served to 
them daily and nightly, without inonev 
and without price—for neither the 
government, county council nor ves- 
tries ha=r« yet attempted to tax the 
highly nutritive air which we breathe. 
Most pc-ople think that our atmos- 
phere consists of practically nothing. 
Quite a mistake. 
It is both meat and 


drink. 
A paper contributed to the 


"Transactions" of the British Insti- 
tute of Preventive Medicine states 
that even in a suburb the dust parti- 
cles number 20,000 per cubic centime- 
ter iu the open air, and 44,000 in a 
qnie-: room; while in the city—O for- 
tunatos nirnium !—the totals per cubic 
centimeter were 500,000 when taken 
from a roof, 300,000 in a «court, and 
about 40f»,000in a room. 
In other 


words, the air of the square mile is 
90-0 per cent thicker than in the 
suburbs, which is in accord with the 
general experience that fogs are both 
more dense and more frequent over 
the centre than in the outskirts. 
But 


what is especially interesting is to 
learn that although dust is the great 
carrier of micro-organisms, 
there 


{ is only one of these articles per 38,- 
j 000,000 atoms of dust. 
Thus it is 


x calculated a man could live in the 


metropolis for several years and only 
absorb 25,000,000 microbes into his 
system from the air, or about the 
same number as he drinks iu half a 
pint of unboiled milk.

there are other serious objections to 
dust; but it is something to know 
that there is only one microbe to 
many millions of motes.—London Tel- 
egraph.

tain Barclay of England walked a 
thousand miles in a thousand hours, 
and W. S. George, the world's great- 
est amateur distance runner, followed 
the hounds on foot. 
Henry Scbniel, 


iu Jiius, 1894, walked from Spring- 
field, 111., to Chicago, 183 miles, iu 
sixty-nine hr.nrs and fifty minutes. In

means, walked all the way home from 
his native town, Ratheaow, traveling 
on foot for t\ro years across India, 
Afghanistan, Persia, Turkey, southern 
Russia.

ever, as was the original intention, to 
administer the coup de grace. 
Its 


blow will be delivered, if possible, at 
the beginning.of the engagement. It 
will open the fight aud not close it. 
The rule in modern sea fighting is to 
sink or destroy the adversary. 
Cap- 


ture is a secondary consideration and 
does not enter into the preliminary in- 
tention. 


The force of the ram varies directly 


as the weight of the ship and the 
square of the velocity. 
High speed 


is, of course, an essential, 
niing vessels are placed 
powerful engines, and to them are at- 
tached the best models of propellers. 
The ram itself is made as sharp as is 
possible consistent with niassiveness 
and crushing strength. There is no 
ram now afloat incompetent Under fail- 
conditions to tear a hole below the 
water line of the strongest battleship. 
In the shape of the vessel everything 


w«y. but ocean combats between stouui 
driven and steered armored vessels 
have become much more complicated. 


The u«e of the ram in naval war- 


fare is as old as history itself, but it 
had sunk into abeyance in late centu- 
ries. Recognition of its high value 
and its deadliuess was forced upon the 
attention of the powers by the suc- 
cess of the confederate iron clad Mer- 
rimac in Hampton Roads. 
A slow,

EQUIPPINC THE ARMY MULE. 


1'acklng Jit a Science, mid the Man Who 


Is an Kxpert Can Make Money. 


Packers at Tampa, Fla., are engaged 


m sorting out mules for use in the 
army and fitting the'' pack furniture. 
Most of the mules will be fitted with 
the Mexican aparejo, which is to be 
preferred to the saddle with "trees 
and sawbuck." 


It consists first, of two or more thick 


felt blankets, folded large enough to 
nearly cover the mule from shoulder 
to rump. 
Over this is placed a huge 


pair of leather bags uuited by a broad 
baud of the same material, the 
ties stuffed with soft hay. 


This is girthed to the mule by a 


cinch nearly a foot in width, which is 
drawn as tightly as possible by a stron^ 
man, pulling with both hands, and 
with a foot against the animal's ribs 
to give him a greater purchase. 
On 


each side of the spine the articles to 
be. carried are placed and lashed by a 
rope about fifty feet in length, which 
has at one end a broad webbing belt 
to pass under the belly as was done 
with the others. Auother "squeezing" 
is given and the rope is crossed in dif- 
ferent directions over the load, tight- 
ened at every crossing, and finally 
fastened in a knot loosed by one pull. 


"Packing" is a science and as such" 


commands good wages. I have known 
a "chief packer" to be paid a salary 
of §150 per 
mouth on the 
fron-' 


tier, and his services were worth 
the money paid. 
The duty is taught 


to cavalrymen as part of their drill 
aud many of the soldiers become very 
expert in it.

Ninth cavalry a few days before it left 
Montana one company packed its mule 
in 1 minute and 54 seconds and others 
were but little sloVer. 


Thirty mules generally constitute a 


"train," and are managed by three 
men.

being more readily seen. /They are

Only by degrees are the marvelous 
qualities oi our London atmosphere 
becoming known. 
No city in the 
world can boast such a peculiar aerial 
composition as that which the inhabi­ 
tants of the metropolis have served to 
them daily and nightly, without money 
and without jDrice—for neither the 
government, county council nor ves­ 
tries havo yet attempted to tax the 
highly nutritive air which we breathe. 
Most poople think that our atmos­ 
phere consists of practically nothing. 
Quite a mistake. 
It is both meat and 
drink. 
A paper contributed to the 
“Transactions” of the British Insti­ 
tute of Preventive Medicine states 
that even in a suburb the dust parti­ 
cles number 20,000 per cubic centime­ 
ter in the open air, and 44,000 in a 
quiet room; while in the city—O for- 
tiinatos nimium !—the totals per cubic 
centimeter were 500,000 when taken 
from a roof, 300,000 in a «court, and 
about 400,000 in a room. 
In other 
words, the air of the square mile is 
900 per cent, thicker than in the 
suburbs, which is in accord with the 
general experience that fogs are both 
more dense and more frequent over 
the centre than in the outskirts. 
But 
what is especially interesting is to 
loarn that although dnst is the great 
carrier of micro-organisms, 
there 
is only one of these articles per 38,- 
000,000 atoms of dust. 
Thus it is 
calculated a man could live in the 
metropolis for several years and only 
absorb 25,000,000 microbes into his 
system from the air, or about the 
same number as he drinks in half a 
pint of unboiled milk. 
Of course, 
there are other serious objections to 
dust; but it is something to know 
that there is only one microbe to 
many millions of motes.—London Tel­ 
egraph.

On the other hand, Deerfoot, the 
Indian runner of the Cattaraugus res­ 
ervation, who once held the record in 
England and America, ran twelve 
miles in fifty-six minutes in London in 
1801, and extraordinary stories of his 
long-distance running are told. 
Cap­ 
tain Barclay of England walked a 
thousand miles in a thousand hours, 
and W. S. George, the world’s great­ 
est amateur distance runner, followed 
the hounds on foot. 
Henry Schniel, 
in June, 1804, walked from Spring­ 
field, HI., to Chicago, 188 miles, in 
sixty-nine hours and fifty minutes. In 
1892 Schneideit, an Austriau printer, 
finding himself in Calcutta without 
means, walked all the way home from 
his native town, Katheuow, traveling 
on foot for two years across India, 
Afghanistan, Persia, Turkey, southern 
Russia, Bulgaria, Bouuiania and Hun­ 
gary, and thence iuto Austria. 


But these instances, which might 
be multiplied, are for tho most part 
feats accomplished under special con­ 
ditions 01* stress of circumstances or 
by picked men. In Apache land every 
Indian is a runner, asking 110 odds of 
earth or weather, and whether it be 
the peaceful Pueblo, trudging ta his 
irrigated lands, forty miles and back, 
or the venomous Chiracahua, tamed 
to do service for Uncle Sam, the Man 
on Horseback may well regard him 
with amazement.—Lippincott’s Maga­ 
zine.

The fight in Manila bay gavo no op­ 
portunity for use of the ram, but the 
men who built the Katahdin and those 
who advocated her building are not 
discouraged. 
They hold now, as then, 
that sho is the most fearful and cer­ 
tain weapon ever placed within the 
grasp of a sea power, and they expect 
her to demonstrate it when occasion 
arises. 
The Ivatahdiu, it may be ex­ 
plained, is a ram pure and simple. 
Her enormous beak of steel is capa­ 
ble of crushing its way through armor 
thicker than any hull would float, and 
she depends upon it entirely for her 
oflensiveness. 
She is, of course, pro­ 
tected by plating, but she is not heavily 
gunned. 
Any buoyant thing struck 
by her while her thousands of tons are 
rippiug through the water at a speed 
of mt)re than twenty miles an hour 
will go to the bottom. 
That much 
seems to be fairly a certainty. 


Captain Mahan calculates that in 
open sea fleet action—action between 
fleets of approximate strength and 
numbers—one-half of the defeated 
fleet will be sunk and one-half cap­ 
tured. 
Of those sunk he credits two- 
thirds to the ram, one-sixth to the 
gun aud one-sixth to the torpedo. 
This calculation shows the importance 
attached to the ram by naval experts. 
Of the one-half of vossels to be cap­ 
tured the ram is credited with a third. 
The value of the ram exceeds that of 
all tho vessels* guns at the opening of 
the duel in the single combat which 
is expected to form so large a part of 
the naval combats of the future. Later 
in the action the ram becomes of less 
importance, and the guns are relied 
upon to achieve victory. 
It is thought 
to be certain that as the world grows 
older and battleships more frequent 
fleet actions will decrease in number 
and single combats and “ two to ones” 
become more common. 
The ram is 
designed specially for use in affairs of 
this kind. 
It will not be used, how­ 
ever, as was the original intention, to 
administer the coup de grace. 
Its 
blow' will be delivered, if possible, at 
the beginning-of the engagement. 
It 
avill open the fight and not close it. 
The rule in modern sea fighting is to 
sink or destroy the adversary. 
Cap- 
turo.is a secondary consideration and 
does not enter into the preliminary in­ 
tention, 


The force of the ram varies directly 
as the weight of the ship and the 
square of the velocity. 
High speed 
is, of course, an essential. 
Into ram­ 
ming vessels are placed the most 
powerful engines, and to them are at­ 
tached the best models of propellers. 
The ram itself is made as sharp as is 
possible consistent with massiveness 
and crushing strength. 
There is no 
ram now afloat incompetent tinder fair 
conditions to tear a hole below the 
water line of the strongest battleship. 
In the shape of the vessel everything 
is sacrificed to strength, speed, and, 
above all, handiness. 
To be able to 
get quickly under weigh, to attain a 
high rate of progress in a limited dis­ 
tance and to turn quickly in response 
to the helm are absolute necessities. 
It is believed that the Katahdin meets 
these requirements more fully than 
any boat owned by foreigners. 


It is evident that the success of the 
ram in its duels will depend almost 
wholly upon the captain. 
It is not a 
question of markmanship or bravery, 
or even of high discipline. 
It is a 
question of coolness, steadiness, good 
judgment and skill in maneuvering. 
That vessel which strikes the broad­ 
side of the other vessel head on, or 


way, but ocean combats between steam 
driven and steered armored vessels 
have become much more complicated. 


The use of the ram in naval war­ 
fare is as old as history itself, but it 
had sunk into abeyance in late centu­ 
ries. 
Recognition of its high value 
and its deadliness was forced upon tho 
attention of the powers by the suc­ 
cess of the confederate iron clad Mer- 
rimac in Hampton Roads. 
A slow, 
uncouth, cumbersome craft she was, 
but a veritable besom of destruction 
to the wooden ships opposed to her. 
The offensive power of tho ram has 
been developed as rapidly as the de­ 
fensive power of ships, and it is likely 
to furnish some startling instances ol 
its destructiveness before tho year is 
out.

It should be possible to discharge both 
broadsides or either from the conning 
towfer. 
There should be capacity for 
high spee .I all through the action, The 
attack should be made from windward, 
on account of smoke from guns aud 
funnels veiling movements.

tho first ship to enter the turning 
circle of the other, bow on, obtains an 
immense advantage, and it will be the 
duty of the commander to get this 
vantage if he can, 
A hundred years 
ago it was the Anglo-Saxon maxim in 
sea lighting to “get the weather gauge 
and board.0

EQUIPPING THE ARMY MULE. 


Packing Is a Sclonoo, and Uie Man AVho 
Is an Export Can Make Money. 


Packers at Tampa, Fla., are engaged 
in sorting out mules for use in the 
army aud fitting the pack furniture. 
Most of tho mules will be fitted with 
the Mexican aparejo, which is to be 
preferred to the saddle with “trees 
and sawbuck.” 


It consists first of two or more thick 
felt blankets, folded large enough to 
nearly cover the mule from shoulder 
to rump. 
Over this is placed a huge 
pair of leather bags united by a broad 
band of the same material, the cavi­ 
ties stuffed with soft hay. 
^ This is girthed to tho mule by a 
cinch nearly a foot in width, which is 
drawn as tightly as possible by a strong 
man, pulling with both hands, and 
with a foot against the animal's ribs 
to give him a greater purchase. 
On 
each side of the spine the articles to 
be carried are placed and lashed by a 
rope about fifty feet in length, which 
has at one end a Jjroad webbing belt 
to pass under the belly as was done 
with the others. Another “squeezing” 
is given and the rope is crossed in dif­ 
ferent directions over the load, tight­ 
ened at eve'ry crossing, and finally 
fastened in a knot loosed by one pull. 


“ Packing” is a* science and as such 
commands good wages. 
I have known 
a “ chief packer” to be paid a salary w 
of $150 per 
mouth on the fron-' 
tier, and 
his services were worth 
the money paid. 
The duty is taught 
to cavalrymen as part of their di ill 
and many of the soldiers become very 
expert in it. 
At a pack drill of the 
Ninth cavalry a few days before it left 
Montana one comjDany packed its mule 
in 1 minute and 54 seconds aud others 
were but litile sloVer. 


Thirty mules generally constitute a 
“train,” and are managed by three 
men. 
They are trained to follow' a bell, 
worn by a horse, white preferred, as 
being more readily seen, «They are 
not confined in auy way except when 
first put into the train ; then, any 
straying from it is punished very se­ 
verely and Mr. Mule soon learns his 
place and that it is best to keep it. 


Each man wfith the train carries a 
diamond-shaped leather blind with 
leather cords attached to the ends and 
knotted together. 
If a pack becomes 
disarranged two of the men lead the 
mule out of the trail, blindfold him 
with this bliud, rearrange his load, 
remove the leather and allow him to 
rejoin his fellow's. 
He is never struck 
when started, and pack mules are 
never misused by good packers.

In a store where home aquarium slip* 
plies are sold there are, besides the 
usual 
varied 
assortment of 
glass 
globes, a number of larger tanks of va­ 
rious shapes and sizes, in which stock 
is kept for sale. The tanks themselves 
are, of course, sold if there is a de­ 
mand for them. 


Lying across the corner of the largest 
of these tanks is a little net, the hoop 
no more than five or six inches in diam­ 
eter, and the handle about a foot long. 
This is to scoop up the gold fishes 
when they are sold. When a new out­ 
fit is sold complete tho fishes aro de­ 
livered in the globe or tank. It often 
happens, however, that the person al­ 
ready owning a globe wants to replace 
fish that have been lost, or to add to 
his stock, and he goes to the store 
where such things arc sold and buys 
one or more gold fishes, just as he 
would buy any merchandise, except 
that instead of sitting dowu at a coun­ 
ter to make his selections, he bends 
over a tank and indicates among the 
fishes swimming about tho ones he 
wants.

Marion Strailman 
and 
Bernard 


'Goukner were drowned while swim- 
ming in the Monocacy river, near 
Frederick Junction, last Tuesday night 
at 9 o'clock. They were with a party 
of friends who went out to set "hooks" 
about halt a mile above Frederick 
Junction, and as it was yet early and 
all being good swimmers they suggest- 
ed taking a swim at a point known as 
Seven Pines, several feet up the stream, 
which is over fifteen feet deep and only 
nine wide. It is known as a treacher*- 
ous locality, and frequently called the 
suction hole, on account of its strong 
undercurrent, which had already car- 
ried several other persons down to a 
watery grave. 


Strailman. Gouker and a young mar. 


named Shank, from that locality, walk- 
ed out in the river toward this danger- 
ous point up to their necks in water. 
Then they were seen lo go suddenly 
down, and as they arose cried for help. 
Michael Bowers, who was standing on 
the shore plunged in and 
rescued 


Shank. He also rescued Menrle Kites- 
hew, who, on going to the assistance 
of the others, was overcome by the cur- 
rent and narrowly escaped drowning. 


Young Gouker and Strailmau were 


the farthest horn the shore. They 
were seen to go down twice and each 
lime they arose appealed lor help. 
Gouker's father, who stood upon the 
shore, was unable to render any assist- 
ance, as he could not swim. 
He had 


to stand there in full view of his son as 
he sank out ofsi^ht. 


After rescuing the two men Shank 


sank down in an exhausted condition, 
and it was some lime before he regain- 
-ed consciousness. 


Woodward Roberts, an expert swim- 


mer ot Frederick Junction, was sent 
for, and coming with boat and grap 
pling irons soon succeeded in bringing 
the men to Ihe surface. 
When broughi 


up with the hooks the men were 
caught bv the arms. Their hands had 
become clinched and firmly held to 
gelher, lorming a hook. 
The left side 


of Strailman was all drawn up, indicat- 
ing that they were taken with cramps. 


The remains of Strailman, who was 


thirty-two years of age, were taken to 
Frederick Friday morning and taken 
to his home. 
He leaves a vsik and 


three small children. 
The body of 


Gouker, who was fifteen years of age, 
was laken lo his father's home at 
Araby. 


The three-year-old daughter of James 


Dickinsheets, of Uuiontown District, 
Carroll County, died Aug. 3d, from the 
effects of poison taken into her system 
by sucking pieces of colored calico which 
she found while playing in the garret at 
her home. Her sufferings from the pois- 
on were intolerable.

Carriers Must Pay the Tax. 


A dispatch from Washington says that 


Assistant Attorney General Boyd decides 
that it is the duty of every railroad 
steamboat, express company or othe 
common carrier to affix the revenue 
tamp to its bill of lading or manifest. 
He says that "the purpose of the law was 
to tax the carrier and not the shipper 
and these provisions undoubtedly fix up- 
on the express companies and carriers 
the duty of providing, affixing and can- 
celing the stamp and their failure to do 
so subjects them to the penalties provid- 
ed by law. It is suggested that some of 
these carriers are refusing to receive 
goods for shipment until thcshipper pays 
the tax.

the demands of York County for increas­ 
ed representation in the conference. 


The friends of Mr. Seigler, the York 
County candidate for office, fought this 
and demanded he be. given the right to 
name his own conferrecs. A hot battle 
was waged and the latter was defeated. 
Gregory Smith, P. H. Strubinger and 
Penrose Myers were elected confcrrces 
after instructions weie given, Mr. Strub- 
ingcr led his forccs aud S. S. Neely made 
the losing fight for Mr. Seigler, of York. 


Francis Cole, of Menallen Township, 
and Charles II. Dutera, of Germany 
Township, two ex-members, were nomi­ 
nated for the Legislature, and Captain 
Miller, of Carlisle, Cumberland County’s 
choice for State Senator, was empowered 
to choose his own conferrecs. 


Amos J. Collins, of Mount Joy Town­ 
ship, the defeated candidate three years 
ago, was named for Prothonotaiy, and 
John A Rockwell, Hamiltonban, for Di­ 
rector of the Poor. He, too, has been de­ 
feated for this position. 


The only resolution adopted, beside 
the one instructing the conferrecs, was 
one dwelling on the desirability of har­ 
mony.

ship, the collier Merrimac, bottled up 
Admiral Cervera's fleet in Santiago 
Imi-bor, reached Key West and told the 
story of the seven heroes led by As- 
sistant Naval Constructor Richmond 
P. Hobaon, who cheerfully held life 
as nothing while accomplishing one of 
the greatest strategic feats in the his- 
tory of naval warfare. 


Officers and men from every ship 


of the fleet, he said, implored that 
they be allowed a place on the forlorn 
liope. 
Coininand'er Miller himself 


begged that lie might at least remain 
on his ship till the moment came to 
sink her, but in the dead of night Ad- 
niral Sampson was rowed from his 
lagship to the collier, and when he 
eturnecl Commander Miller was with 
lim. 


Hobson was the man whose braiu 


conceived the plan of placing a ship 
three hundred and thirty-eight feet 
long broadside across the bottom of a 
four hundred foot channel, and Ad- 
miral Sampson decided that no possi- 
ble honor should be kept away from 
a strategist so daring. 


Hobson was in command. 
With 


him were three men from the Merri- 
mac. 
They were Deignan, who is the 


best coxswain in the navy ; Phillips, 
the best machinist, and Kelly, the best 
water tender. 
These were 'chosen by 


Commander Miller from the forty-four 
of his crew who clamored for a chance 
to give their lives to bring them and 
their country glory, for none who 
went through the hell that poured 
from Morro and Zocapa expected to 
complete the mission and Inc. 


Beside those from the Merrimac 


there were three others chosen from 
other ships. 


How well these seven did their 


work the Spanish admiral testitied 
when he sent his chief of staff aboard 
the flagship to tell Admiral Sampson 
that never had he seen a deed so'dar- 
ing, never had he seen such magnifi- 
cent strategy so coolly and perfectly 
carried out. Admiral Sampson thanked 
the Spanish admiral for his courtesy 
and had an abundance of money and 
clothing sent to the gallant men. 
^"Hobson," said Commander Miller, 
"is one of the grandest heroes in the 
Avorld. 
The way the man went about 


sinking the Merrimac was absolutely 
astounding for audacity, cleverness, 
coolness and success. When he started 
I knew he never expected to get out 
alive. He said so, but he was calmly 
confident that he could fix the Span- 
ish like trapped rats.

"The torpedoes were fixed along the 


port side, ten feet below the water 
line, and connections made with a ma 
chine on the catamaran. 
The ship by 


that time was beginning to settle. 
Ihe men 011 the catamaran shoved off, 
and all wns ready for the touch off' 
ihe torpedoes were placed so as to 
tear to pieces all the transverse bulk- 
heads, and so make it impossible for 
the Spaniards to send down divers to 
patch them up, and by closing all the 
cargo ports to rai=e the ship and make 
the channel clear again. 


"When Hobson got far enough away 


he set off' the torpedoes. 
The Mem- 


mac went to the bottom with a roar. 
She was not smashed to pieces. 
Her 


bottom was torn out and she was left 
there an impassable barrier. 


"When they saw their work had 


been accomplished Hobson and his 
men made a clash to escape. 
They did 


not row ashore and surrender. 
They 


did their level best to get back to us, 
but it was impossible. The Spaniards 
ashore, who stood amazed at their 
daring, put after them as soon as the 
torpedoes exploded. 
They were cap- 


tured after a haul fight, in which, I 
believe, two were slightly wounded. 


"That's the entire story of one oi 


the greatest acts of courage since the 
world began, an act vkich every man 
on the fleet was eager to perform and 
which every man would imitate if 
there was a chance."

Houses are not entered be- 


cause they have brownstone fronts, 
nor are stores broken into by the pro- 
fessional thief v.ithout an investi"a- 
tion. 
When the skillful burglar is^to 


do a 'job' he studies the habits of the 
resident or proprietor. In a case in 
Troy a few yeais ago a jewelry store 
was robbed. 
Apparently there was 


not a clue. Detectives'were placed 
on the case and named the thieves by 
the method employed in getting into 
the store, and subsequently the thieves 
were convicted. 
Certain burglars 


always enter a cellar and come up 
through stairs, floor or trap doors. 
Others have skeleton keys. Others go 
above and come downstairs. 
Some 


break in rear and others front doors. 
In the robbery above referred to the 
two thieves had been in Troy three 
successive Saturday nights. They had 
fastened a silk thread on all entrances 
in such a way that if any one entered 
or left the store the thread would be 
broken. Thus the burglars learned 
that the proprietor and clerks did not 
visit the store after closing Saturday 
night until Sunday. The fourth Sat- 
urday night they 'cracked' the safe. 
Except for their methodical way of en- 
tering (by the cellar) no suspicion 
would have attached itself to them.

ond. Among- the various ways in 
Avhich Professor Richet tried to ar- 
rive at conclusions as to the amount 
of time necessary for realizing any 
physical sensations or mental impres- 
sion was the touching of the skin re- 
peatedly Avith light blows from a small 
hammer. The fact that the blows are 
separate and not continuous pressure 
can be distinguished w hen they follow 
one another as often as 1000 a sec- 
ond. 
The sharp sound of the electric 


spark from an induction coil was dis- 
tinguished Avith one ear, when the 
rate Avas as high as 500 to the second. 
The sight is much less keen. 
When 


revoked at a speed no faster than 24 
times a second, a disk, half white and 
half black, will appear gray. We also 
hear more rapidly than Ave can count. 
If a clock-clicking movement runs 
quicker than ten to the second AVO can 
count four clicks, while with 20 to the 
second we can count only two of them. 
—St. Louis Globe Democrat

HOUSEHOLD AFiAlitS. 


FURNITURE POLISH. 


Here is a recipo for making a good 
furniture polish. 
Take equal propor­ 
tions of linseed oil, turpentine, vine­ 
gar and spirits of wine. 
Mix well 
together. 
When used shake tho mix­ 
ture and rub the furniture with a piece 
of linen. 
Then polish with a clean 
soft cloth.—New York World. 


LAUNDERING EMBROIDERY. 


See that the 
silk handerchiefs, 
scarfs, etc., are washed by themselves 
and not placed with linen articles to 
be laundered, no matter how fine and 
dainty the articles may be, with their 
delicate embroidery. 
Soak tho silk 
articles in lukewarm water for a couple 
of 
hours. 
After soaking squeeze 
lightly with the hands, and if still 
soiled soak in warm water in which a 
little good soap has been dissolved. 
If it can be avoided do not rub soap 
on the silk, no matter what the quality. 
After a second washing and rinsing 
givo a third rinsing in lukewarm water, 
in which a little common salt has been 
dissolved. 
The salt will help to set 
the colors in the 6ilk and in the em­ 
broidery, giving the whole a brighter 
appearance than if simply rinsed in 
clear water. 
Press the handkerchiefs 
with a warm iron before they are per­ 
fectly dry. 


‘SOUPS MADE EASILY. 


Soups add much to a dinner, and in­ 
volve neither the time nor the expense 
that young housekeepers imagine. 
A 
soup kettle will take many bits that 
cannot otherwise be made use of, and 
a common stock is a foundation for 
many sauces, soups and gravies. 
A 
soup stock should be cooled quickly, 
and left uncovered until perfectly 
cold. 
Cream soups are made with and 
without stock, and have come into 
great favor, largely taking the place 
of clear soups. 


To make green pea soup without 
stock: Turn a can of peas iuto a largo 
saucepan and cover them with hot 
water. 
Add a small onion sliced and 
let them boil until the peas are soft. 
Mash them and add a pint of water. 
Melt two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
stir into it one spoonful of flour. Stir 
until smooth and add to the cooked 
peas with two cupfuls of rich milk. 
Season with salt and a little cayenne 
pepper. 
Let the soup boil up once 
after the milk is added; then rub 
through a course sieve and serve with 
tiny squares ot fried bread. 


For cream of celery soup: Wash a 
bunch of celery and cut it into pieces 
and boil it in a pint and a half of 
water forty minutes. 
In another 
saucepan heat to boiling a slice of 
onion and a small piece of mace in one 
pint of milk; mix one tablespoonful of 
flour with one of butter and moisten 
with two tablespoonfuls of cold milk* 
and add to the boiling milfc. 
Cook ten 
minutes. 
Add the cooked celery and 
water *in the cookedi milk and season 
with salt and pepper. 
Strain and 
serve. 
A cup of whipped cream added 
after straining makes the soup much 
richer. 


To make cream or barley soup: 
Put in a granite kettle three pints of 
white stock, an onion sliced, a small 
piece each of cinnamon and mace, and 
one teacup of barley. Allow these to 
cook very slowly four hours, then rub 
through a sieve and add one pint of 
boiling milk and half a pint of cream. 
Season with salt and cayenne pepper. 
The yolks of two eggs beaten light 
with two spoonfuls of cream and added 
to the boiling milk just before the 
soup is taken from the fire make it 
very much richer. 


To make bisque of tomato: 
Put in 
a saucepan one quart of tomatoes and 
an onion sliced. 
Place them over the 
fire and let them stew fifteen minutes. 
Meanwhile put over the fire in a dou­ 
ble boiler one quart of milk. 
Cream 
together two tablespoonfuls oi flour 
with the same quantity of butter and 
add to the milk when boiling and stir 
constantly until it thickens. 
Bub the 
tomatoes through a sieve and return 
them to the fire. 
Add a teaspoonful 
of sugar and salt and pepper to taste. 
When it is time to serve add half a 
teaspoonful of soda to tho tomatoes 
and then the boiling milk. 
Stir 
quickly and serve at once. 
The soup 
must not stand after tho ingredients 
are put together. 
Serve croutons in 
tho soup. 


Any one who likes onions will enjoy 
the following simple soup, which is 
quickly made: 
Slico two or three 
good sized onions and fry them in a 
little butter until they are soft, then 
add three tablespoonfuls of flour and 
stir until it is a little cooked, but not 
brown. 
To this gradually add a innt 
of boiling water, or stock if you have 
it, stirring all the time so it shall be 
smooth. 
Boil and mash three good* 
sized potatoes and stir in them one 
quart of boiling milk. 
Stir the two 
mixtures together and season well, 
When very hot pour through a collen* 
der into a tureen. 
Sprinkle over the 
top a tablespoonful 
of ^ parsley, 
chopped fine, and a little fried bread. 


For egg balls to put into soups: 
Boil four eggs until hard. 
Drop them 
in cold water, and when cool remove 
the yolks and mash them to a paste. 
Season with a little salt and peppei 
and mix the paste with the white of 
one raw egg, 
Form the paste mtu 
balls the size of a hazel nut, roll them 
in flour and fry to a light brown in 
hot butter,—New Yoxk Sun,

Every man standing on his feet, 
and all steady together, will make our 
nation invincible. 


Says the London Chronicle: 
“Ad­ 
miral Dewey’s interruption of the 
battle of Manila bay to give his crews 
the opportunity of breaking their fast 
recalls onr own ‘glorious 1st of June,* 
when Earl Howe, 
before he gave 
the French such a hammering off 
Ushant,hove to for an hour before at­ 
tacking, to permit of his men forti­ 
fying themselves 
for 
the coming 
fight with a good meal—a pause which 
caused much conjecture in the minds 
of the astonished French. It has ever 
been the Anglo-Saxon way to fight, if 
j>ossible, on a full stomach. 
Welling­ 
ton once said that if ever he wanted ‘au 
Irish or a Scotch regiment to reach a 
¡particular point by a certain hour all 
he had to do was to promise the former 
a drink on getting to its destination, 
the latteV its pay; but that the corre­ 
sponding bait to an English battalion 
was a good dinner of roast beef.”.

Commander J. M. 
Miller, whoso 
ship, the collier Merrimac, bottled Tip 
Admiral Cervera’s fleet in Santiago 
hivi'boa^ reached Key West and told the 
story of the seven heroes led by As- 
sistunt Naval Constructor Richmond 
P* Hobson, who cheerfully held life 
os nothing while accomplishing one of 
the greatest strategic feats in the his­ 
tory of naval warfare. 


Officers and men from every ship 
of the fleet, he said, implored that 
they be allowed a place on the forlorn 
hope. 
Commander 
Miller himself 
begged that he might at least remain 
on his ship till the moment came to 
sink her, but in tho dead of night Ad­ 
miral Sampson was rowed from his 
flagship to tho collier, and when he 
returned Commander Miller was with 
him. 


Hobson was the man w’liose brain 
conceived the plan of placing a ship 
three hundred and thirty-eight feet 
long broadside across the bottom of a 
four hundred foot channel, and Ad­ 
miral Sampson decided that no possi­ 
ble honor should bo kept away from 
a strategist so daring. 


Hobson was in command. 
With 
him were three men from the Merri- 
mac. 
They were Deignan, who is the 
best coxswain in the navv ; Phillips, 
the best machinist, and Kelly, the best 
water tender. 
These were chosen by 
Commander Miller from the forty-four 
of his orow who clamored fora chance 
io give their lives to bring them and 
their country glory, for none who 
went through the hell that poured 
from Morro and Zocapa expected to 
complete the mission and live. 


Beside those from the Merrimac 
there were three others chosen from 
other ships. 


How well these seven did their 
work tho Spanish admiral testified 
when he sent his chief of staff aboard 
the flagship to tell Admiral Sampson 
that never had he seen a deed so dar­ 
ing, never had he seen such magnifi­ 
cent strategy so coolly and perfectly 
carried out. Admiral Sampson thanked 
the Spanish admiral for his courtesy 
and had an abundance of money and 
clothing sent to the gallant men. 


“Hobson, ” said Commander Miller, ■ 
“is one of the grandest heroes in the 
world. 
The way the man went about 
sinking the Merrimac was absolutely 
astounding for audacity, cleverness, 
coolness and success. When he started 
I knew he never expected to get out 
alive. 
He said so, but he was calmly 
confident that he could fix the Span­ 
ish like trapped rats. 


“ He had suggested the plan to Ad­ 
miral Sampson as soon as it was known 
the Spanish fleet was in Santiago 
harbor. 
The plan became known to 
the entire fleet, and I don’t believe 
there was an officer or man on any ship 
who didn’t try to get a place on the 
Merrimac. 
It was Hobson’s scheme, 
and by right it was his to carry out. 


“ The night was intensely dark. We 
saw a light from shore. 
Hobson 
coolly told his plnn to Admiral Samp­ 
son and left us. 
In a few minutes 
the Merrimac was under wav toward 
the narrow entrance to the harbor, 
while we stood well out, straining our 
eyes through the darkness and wait­ 
ing for the grand crash which we 
thought would tell us of the destruc­ 
tion of those seven daredevils. 


“Straight to the ¡point did Hobson 
and his chosen crew on the doomed 
collier go. 
Not a sound came from 
the Spanish batteries. 
We thought 
we must havo silenced them, but soou 
learned our mistake. 
A long thin 
flash came from Morro. 
We could not 
hear the roar because we wore too far 
out, but wo knew it was a signal gun. 
The Merrimac kept on just as though 
she was going to land* a picnic party 
in whose honor fireworks were being 
exploded. 


“In less than a minute after that 
signal gun wo saw the gallant ship 
well in toward the east of the channel 
entrance, in the centre of wliat would 
j pass for a living picture of an inferno. 
How those Spaniards fired. It seemed 
to me as though all the forts on earth 
had been massed at Morro and Zocapa 
to slaughter our seven heroes. 
It was 
a scene oi heroism and heroes. 


“The Merrimac got well in shore 


calmly to the completion of their 
work. 
They went over the side and 
on a catamaran, every one of them, 
and they carried torpedoes, eight 1 
think, and electrical apparatus fot dis* 
charging them. 


“ The torpedoes were fixed along the 
port side, ten feet below tho water 
lino, and connections made wit h a ma­ 
chine on the catamaran. 
The ship by 
that time was beginning to settle. 
The men on the catamaran shovod off, 
and all was ready for the touch off. 
The torpedoes wore placed so as to 
tear to pieces all the transverse bulk­ 
heads, and so make it impossible for 
the Spaniards to send down divers to 
patch them up, and by closing all the 
cargo ports to raise tho ship and make 
tho channel clear again. 


“ When Hobson got far enough away 
he set oil' the torpedoes. 
The Morri- 
mac went to tho bottom with a roar. 
She was not smashed to pieces. 
Her 
bottom was torn out and she was left 
there an impassable barrier. 


“ When they saw their work had 
been accomplished Hobson and his 
men made a dash to escape. 
They did 
not row ashore and surrender. 
They 
did their level best to get back to us, 
but it was impossible.

A well-known detective of several 
years’ experience has this to say of 
burglars: “If one were to become a 
professional burglar his work would 
require study and practice, just as 
success in legitimate business demands 
education and experience. 
The bur­ 
glar who does several ‘jobs* and eludes 
the officers of the law is a keen ob­ 
serve!’, a man of forethought, and one 
whose executive ability is unques­ 
tioned. 
Houses are not entered be­ 
cause they have brownstone fronts, 
nor are stores broken iuto by the pro­ 
fessional thief without an investiga­ 
tion. 
When the skillful burglar is to 
do a ‘job’ he studies the habits of the 
resident or proprietor. 
In a ca^e in 
Troy a few years ago a jewelry store 
was robbed. 
Apparently there was 
not a clue. 
Detectives * were placed 
on the case and named the thieves by 
the method employed in getting into 
the store, and subsequently the thieves 
were 
convicted. 
Certain 
burglars 
always enter a cellar and come up 
through stairs, floor or trap doors. 
“ Others have skeleton keys. Others go 
above and come downstairs. 
Some 
break in rear and others front doors. 
In the robbery above referred to the 
two thieves had been in Troy three 
successive Saturday nights. They had 
fastened a silk thread on all entrances 
in such a way that if any one entered 
or left the store the thread would be 
broken. 
Thus the burglars learned 
that the proprietor and clerks did not 
visit the store after closing Saturday 
night until Sunday. 
The fourth Sat­ 
urday night they ‘cracked’ the safe. 
Except fur their methodical way of en­ 
tering (by tho cellar) no suspicion 
would have attached itself to them.

People living in modest homes, unless 
they have large sums of money or 
jewelry, need not fear a visit from the 
professional. 
He is always posted on 
the plunder for which he seeks.

H ow Long Doe* I t T a k e to T h in k ? 
Professor Richet says that it taken 
a man about one-eleventh of a second 
to think out each note of a musical 
scale. 
He explains the practice that 
people will often follow of bending 
their heads iu order to catch each 
minute sound, by the fact that the 
smallest intervals of sound can bo 
much better distinguished with one 
ear than with both. 
Thus the separ­ 
ateness of the clicks of a revolving 
toothed wheel were noted by one ol> 
server when they did not exceed 60 to 
the second, but using both ears he 
could not distinguish them when they 
occurred oftener than 15 times a sec­ 
ond. 
Among the various ways in 
which Professor Richet tried to ar- 
rive at conclusions as to the amount 
of time necessary for realizing any 
physical sensations or mental impres­ 
sion was the touching of the skin re­ 
peatedly with light blows from a small 
hammer. 
The fact that the blows are 
separate and not continuous pressure 
can be distinguished when they follow 
one another as often as 1000 a sec­ 
ond. 
The sharp sound of the electim 
spark from an induction coil was dis­ 
tinguished with one ear, when the 
rate was as high as 500 to the seconJ. 
The sight is much less keen. 
When 
revolved at a speed no faster than 24 
times a second, a disk, half white and 
half black, will appear gray. 
We also 
hear more rapidly than we can count. 
If a clock-clicking movement runs 
quicker than ten to the second we can 
count four clicks, while with 20 to the 
second we can count only two of them. 
—St. Louis Globe Democrat. 


Watch as a Compass,

/act that in a watch they are always 
provided with a compass, with which, 
when the sun is shining, tho cardinal 
points can be determined.

has to do is to point the hour hand to 
the sun, and south is exactly half-way

strange to the average reader, but it 
is easily explained. 
While the sun i* 
passing over lbO degrees (east t j 
westj the hour hand of 
the wat< i 
passes over 360 degrees (from si i 
o’clock to six o’clock). Therefore tl* j 
angular movement of the sun in oi * 
corresponds to the angular moveme;«; 
of the hour in half an hour; lienee, A 
we point the hour toward the sun th* 
line’from the point midway between the 
hour hand and twelve o’clock to tho 
pivot of the hands will ¡joint to the 
south.—San Francisco Chronicle.

Hong Kong, Aug. 10.—The first shed- 
thng of Aemrican blood on Philippine 
soil took place Sunday night, -when 11 
were killed and 44 wounded during a 
skirmish at the Malate trciiches, be- 
tween Cavite and Manila. 


General Greene's force, numbering 
t,000 men, had been advancing and en- 
treuching. The arrival of the third ex- 
pedition filled the Spaniards with rage, 
and they determined to give battle be- 
fore Camp Dewey could be rcinforced. 
The trenches extended from the beach, 
300 yards to the left flank oí the in- 
surgeius. 


Sunday was the insurgent feast day, 
and their left flank withdrew, leaving 
the American 
right 
flank 
exposed. 
Companies A and B of 
the 
Tenth 
Pennsylvania and the Utah 
battery 
were ordered to reinforce 
the right 
flank. 
In the midst of a raging ty- 
phoon, with a tremendous downpour of 
rain, the enemy's force, estimated at 
3,00r- men, attempted to surprisq -the 
campi 
Our pickets were driven in and 
the trenches were assaulted. 


The brave' Pennsylvania men never 
flinched, but stood their ground undçr 
a withering fire. 
The alarm spread, 
and the 
First 
California 
regiinent, 
with two companies of the Third ai'- 
tillery, who fight with rifles, were sent 
to reinforce the Pennsylvanians. 
The 
enemy were on top of 
the trenches 
when 
these 
reinforcements arrived, 
and nev-er was the discipline of the reg- 
ulars better demonstrated than by the 
work of the Third artillery under Cap- 
tain O'Hara. 
Nothing could be seen 
but flashes of Mauser rifles. 
Men ran 
right up to the attacking Spaniards 
and mowed them down with regular 
volleys. 


The Utah battery covered Itself with 
glory. 
The men 
pulled 
their 
guns 
through mud axle deep. 
Two 
guns 
were sent around in flank and poured 
in a destructive enfilading 
fire. 
The 
enemy was repulsed and retreated in 
disorder. 
Our infantry had exhausted 
its ammunition and did not follow tlie 
enemy. 
Not an inch of ground was 
lost, but the scene in the trenches was 
one never to be forgotten. 


During fia/ïhes of lightning the dead 
and wounded could .be seen lying in 
blood rod water, but neither the ele- 
ments of Heaven nor the destructivo 
power of man could wring a cry of pro- 
test from the wounded. 
They encour- 
aged their comrades to fight and hand- 
ed over their cartridge belts.

On the other hand, it 
would be a strained inference to con- 
clude that the answer was unsatisfac- 
tory entirely, for in that case, accord- 
ing ^o the president's statement here- 
tofore made, his offer would have been 
definitely withdrawn and the war re- 
sumed with greater energy than before. 
It would seem that there could scarcely 
be a good reason in this case for with- 
holding the result of tho conference. 
On the whole it is rather to be con- 
cluded that a middle result was ol)- 
tained, that Spain was found to have 
attached certain conditions to her ac- 
ceptance of the president's terms, but 
that the latter was not disposed to 
regard the injection of the new mat- 
ter as sufiicient in itself to Avarrant an 
immediate 
termination 
of the

I negotiations. 
According to this view. 
I the president has taken exception to 
some of the Spanish conditions, but has 
allowed a last opportunity for them to 
be withdrawn or modified. 


The Spanish reply is said to be di- 
vided Into five points o'r heads, namely: 
Cuba, Porto Kico. Ladrone Islands, oc- 
j cupation of Mapila, and 
appointment 
of a commission, which are treated In 
the order named.

Cuba, the American terms demanded 
the evacuation of the island, without 
specifying the future form of govern- 
ment.

seems to be fairly a certainty. 


Captaiu Mahan calculates that in 
open sea fleet action—action between 
fleets of approximate strengtji and 
numbers—one-half 
of the 
defeated 
fleet will be siink and one-half cap- 
tured. 
OT th"ose sunic he credits two- 
thirds to the ram, one-sixth to the 
gun and one-sixth to the 
torpedo. 
This calculation shows the importance 
attached to the ram by naval'experts. 
Of the one-half of vessels to be cap- 
tured the ram is credited with a third. 
The value of the ram exceeds that of 
all the vessels' guns at the opening of 
the duel in the single combat which 
is expected to form so large a i^art of 
the naval combats of the future. Latei* 
in the action the ram becomes of less 
importance, and the guns are relied 
upon to achieve victory. 
It is thought 
to be certain that as the world grows 
older and 
battleships more frequent 
fleet actions will decrease in number 
and single combats and ''two to ones" 
become more common. 
The ram is 
designed specially for use in affairs of 
this kind. 
It Avill not be used, how- 
ever, as was the original intention, to 
administer the coup de grace. 
Its 
blow will be delivered, if possible, at 
the begiuning.of the engagement. 
It 
will open the light and not close it. 
The rule in modern sea fighting is to 
sink or destroy the adversary. 
Cap- 
secondary consideration and 
does not enter into the preliminary in- 
tention. 


The force of the ram varies directly 
as the weight of the ship and the 
square of the velocity. 
High speed 
is. of course, an essential. 
Into ram- 
ming 
vessels are ])laced the 
most 
ppworful engines, and to them are at- 
tached the best models of pronellers 
The 


ram itself is made as sharp as is 
possible consistent with 
massiveness 
and crushing strength. 
There is no 
ram now afloat incompetent Under fair 
conditions to tear a hole below 
the 
water line of the strongest battleship. 
In the shape of the vessel everything 
is sacrificed to strength, speed, and, 
above all, handiness. 
To be able to 
get quickly under weigh, to attain 
a 
I high rate of progress in a limited dis- 
tance and to turn quickly in response 
to the helm are absolute 
necessities. 
It is believed that the Katahdiu meets 
these requireiiients more fully than 
any boat owned by foreigners. 


It is evident that the success of the 
ram in its duels will depend almost 
wholly upon the captain. 
It is not a 
question of markmanship or bravery, 
or even of high discipline. 
It is a 
question of coolness, steadiness, good 
judgment and skill in maneuvering. 
That vessel which strikes the broad- 
side of tliB other vessel head on, or 
even partly so, is the vessel which 
wins. 
The ram ^uay be likened to a 
foil 


in the hand of its commander,and 
he must know how to use the weapon 
which his countrymen have given him.

rimac in Hampton Roads.

The oflensive power of the ram has 
been developed as rapidly as the de- 
feusive power of ships, and it is likely 
to furnish some startling instances ol 
its destructiveness before the year is

EQUIPPIN^THE ARMY MULE. 


I'ncklnff Is a ScIpiu-o, niul Uio Man "Who 
Is an Kxport Can Make Money. 


Packers at Tampa, Fla., are engaged 
m sorting out mules for use in the 
army and fitting the'^pack furniture. 
Most of tho mules will be fitted Avith 
the Mexican aparejo, which is to be 
preferred to tho saddle with 
''trees 
and sawbuck." 


It consisis first of two or more thick 
felt blankets, folded large enough to 
nearly cover the mule from shoulder 
to rump. 
Over this is placed a huge 
pan- of leather bags united by a broad 
band of the same material, the cavi- 
ties stuiTed with soft hay. 


This is girthed to tho mule by a 
cinch nearly a foot in width, which is 
drawn as tightly as possible by a strong 
man, pulling Avith both hands, and 
with a foot against the animal's ribs 
to give him a greater purchase. 
On 
each side of the spine the articles to 
be carried are placed and lashed by a 
rope about fifty feet in length, which 
has at one end a jjroad webbing belt 
to pass under the belly as was done 
with the others. Another ''squeezing'* 
is given and the rope is crossed in dif- 
ferent directions over the load, tight- 
ened at eve'ry crossing, and 
finally 
fastened in a knot loosed by one pull. 


'Tacking'* is a- science and as such 
commands good wages. 
I have known 
a "chief packer" to be paid a salary 
of §150 per 
mouth 
on 
the 
frou-" 
tier, and 
his services were 
worth 
the money paid. 
The duty is taught 
to cavalrymen as part of their diill 
and many of the soldiers become very 
expert in it. 
At a pack drill of the 
' Ninth cavalry a few days before it left 
Montana one company packed its mule 
in 1 minute and 54 seconds and others 
were but litfle sloVer. 


Thirty mules generally constitute a 
"train," and are 
managed by three 
men. 
They are trained to follow á bell, 
worn by a horse, Avhite preferred, as 
being more readily seen, /They are 
not confined in any way except when 
first 
put into the train ; then, any 
straying from it is punished very se- 
verely and Mr. Mule soon learns his 
place and that it is best to keep it. 


Each man with the train carries a 
diamond-shaped 
leather 
blind 
with 
leather cords attached to the ends and 
knotted together. 
If a pack becomes 
disarranged two of the men lead the 
mule out of tho trail, blindfold him 
with this blind, rearrange his load, 
remove the leather and allow him to 
rejoin his fellows. 
He is never struck 
when started, and pack 
mules are 
never misused by good packers.

Marion 
Strailman 
and 
Bernard 
'Goukner were drowned 
while swim- 
ming 
in the Monocacy river, 
near 
Frederick Junction, last Tuesday night 
at 9 o'clock. 
They were with a party 
of Iriends who went out to set^diooks" 
about 
halt a mile above 
Frederick 
Junction, and as it was yet early 
and 
all being good swimmers ihey suggest- 
•ed taking a swim at a point known as 
Seven Fines, several feet up the stream, 
which is over fifteen feet deep and only 
•nine wide. 
It is known as a treacher- 
ous locality, and frequently called the 
•suction hole, on account of its strong 
undercurrent, which had already 
car- 
ried several other persons down 
to a 
watery grave. 


Strailman, Gouker and a young man 
named Shank, from that locality, walk- 
ed out in the river toward this danger- 
ous point up to their necks in 
water. 
Then they were seen to go 
suddemy 
doA'n, and as they arose cried for help. 
Michael Bowers, who was standing on 
the shore 
plunged 
in 
and 
rescued 
Shank, 
H e also rescued Menrle Hites- 
hew^ who, on going to the aFsistance 
-of the others, was overcome by the cur- 
rent and narrowly escaped drowning. 


Young Gouker and Strailman were 
the 
farthest iiom the 
shore. 
They 
were seen to go down twice and 
each 
•time 
they 
arose 
appealed for help. 
Gouker's father, who stood upon 
the 
shore, was unable to render any assist- 
ance, as he could not swim. 
He had 
to stand there in full view of his son as 
he sank out of si^jht. 


After rescuing the two men 
Shank 
sank down in an exhausted condition, 
and It was some time before heregain- 
-ed consciousness. 


Woodward Rubens, an expert swim- 
mer of Frederick Junction, was sent 
for, and coming with boat and 
grap 
pling irons soon succeeded in bringing 
the men to Ihe surface. 
When brought 
•up with 
the 
hooks 
the 
men 
were 
caught bv the arms. 
Their hands had 
become clinched and 
firmly held to 
gether, lorming a hook. 
The lelt side 
•of Strailman was all drawn up, indicat- 
ing that they were taken with cramps, 
The remains of 3trajlman, who was 
thirty-two years of age, were taken to 
Frederick Friday morning and 
taken 
'to his home. 
He leaves a wife and 
three small children.

body of 
•Gouker, who was fifteen years of 
age, 
was taken to his 
father's 
home 
at 
Araby.

wild pi^reons that frequented this re- 
gion,flying in such numbers as to dark- 
en the sun and their noise sounding 
like the distant rumbling of thunder. 
We often hear the remark : 
" H o w 
strange 
is that the wild pigeon does 
not come back again," but how much 
stranger it is to learn that, in all pro- 
bability, not a single living specimen 
exists to-day of that 
once 
handsome 
l)ird. 
The Smithsonian Institute re- 
cently addressed letters of inquiry to 
learn if even a remnant of a flock of 
wild pigeons exists, and these inquiries 
have developed the fact that to all ap- 
pearances the wild pigeon is extinct. 


Although numbering millions upon 
millions, the flocks of this bird per- 
haps nevei exceeded more than three 
or four. 
Their habits, places of Ijreed- 
ing and the manner in which ihey were 
systematically caught by the hundreds 
of thousands and shipped to cities for 
use as food is common 
information. 
The question is how have they been to- 
tally annihilated ? The best informa* 
tion of their final extinction 
comes 
from 
the tipper 
lakes of 
Michigan, 
where it seems the last congregation of 
ti'^ese birds was known to exist; and 
while crossmg one of the lakes a sud- 
den and violentstorm completely over- 
powered them, dashin-^ them against 
each other and into the water until not 
one remained alive.

Carriers M u s t P a y the Tax. 


A dispatch from Washington says that 


Assistant Attorney General Boyd decides 
that it is the duty of every 
railroad 


steamboat, 
express 
company or othe 


common carrier to affix the 
revenue 


stamp to its bill of lading or manifest. 
rio says that *'thc purposeof thclaw was 
to tax the carrier and not the shipper; 
and these provisions undoubtedly fix up- 
on the express companies and carriers 
the duty of providing, alllxing and can- 
celiug the stamp and tlieir failure to do 
so subjects them to the penalties provid- 
ed by law. 
It is suggested that some of 
these carriers arc refusing to receive 
goods for shipment until the shipper pays 
the tax. 
AVlnle it is not my province to 
advise as to the recourse which the ship- 
per may have iu instances of this, kind, 
yiit 1 am sure that the laws are ample to 
require public carj'iers and express com- 
panies to receive goods tendered 
for 
shii)ment or siiU'er damages for such re- 
fusal.'»

They were Ueignan, who is the

cent strategy so coolly and perfectly 
carried out. Admiral Sampson thanked 
the Spanish admii-al for his courtesy 
and had an abundance of money and 
clothing sent to the gallant men. 
"Hobson," said Commander Miller, 
is one of the grandest heroes in the 
world. 
The way the man went about 
sinking the Merrimac was absolutely 
astounding for audacity, 
cleverness,

"He had suggested the plan to Ad- 
miral Sampson as soon as it was known 
the Spanish fleet •was in

harbor. 
The plan becauie known to 
the entire fleet, and I don't believe 
there Avas an oöieer or man on an^'-ship 
who didn't try to get a place on the 
Merrimac. 
It was Hobson's scheme, 
and by right it Avas his to carry out. 


"The night was intensely dark. We

light 
from shore. 
Hobson 
coolly told his plan to Admiral SamjD- 
son and left us. 
In a feAv minutes 
the Jlerrimac was under Avay toward 
the narroAV entrance to the harbor, 
Avhile Ave stood Avell out, straining our 
eyes through the darkness and Avait- 
ing for the grand crash Avhich Ave 
thought Avould tell us of the 
destruc- 
tion of those seven daredeAils. 


"Straight to the point did Hobson 
and his chosen creAv on the doomed 
collier go. 
Not a sound came from 
the Spanish batteries. 
"We thought 
Ave must have silenced them, bat soon 
learned our mistake. 
A long thin 
flash came from Morro. 
We could not 
hear the roar because Ave Avere too far 
out, but Avo know it Avas a signal gun. 
The Merrimac kept on just as though 
she Avas going to land' a picnic party 
in Avhose honor flreAVorks Avere being 
exploileJ. 


"In less than a minute after that 
signal gun AVO SAAV the gallant ship 
Avell in toward the east of the channel 
entrance, in the centre of Avhat Avonld 
j pass for a living picture of an inierno. 
HOAV those Spaniards fired. It seemed 
to me as though nil the forts on earth 
had been nmsyed at Morro and Zocapa 
to slaughter our seA'en heroes. 
It was 
a scene of heroism and heroes. 


"The Merrimac g"ot -well in shore 
and dropped hor hlern anchor. 
Then 
she swung around and pointed across 
the channel to tho eastward. The bat- 
teries on shore kept on pouring shot 
at her, 
A rain of iron fell all around 
her, but she kept on. 
At last she 
reached just the position for Avhich 
Hobbou had planned. 
She lay straight 
across the channe', Avith thirty-one 
ieet of Avater both forward and astern. 
She lay Avell inside the forts. 


"Next anchors Avere put out from 
the boAV, and she AVUS ready for de^- 
etruction, 
I never saAv a shij) that had 
more Avatertight compartmejjts than 
she, and the means to bink her had to 
be elaborate and (vjmpltjte. 
Kearly 
everything of value had been taken 
out of her, but to help her sink a lot 
of coal had been left aboard. 


"With miHsiles falling around them 
almost as thick as anowiiukes in aAvin- 
isi- ffale, Hobson and his men went 


calmly lo 
the 
completion 
of 
their 
Avork, 
Thoy Avent over the side and 
on a catamaran, 
every one of them, 
and they carried torpedoes, eight 1 
think, and electrical apparatus fat' dis» 
charging them. 


"The torpedoes Avere fixed along the 
port side, ten feet beloAV tho Avater 
lino, and connections madcAvifii a ma- 
chine on tho catamaran. 
The ship by 
that time Avas beginning to settle. 
The men on the catamaran shoA^ed off, 
and all Avas ready for the touch off. 
The torpedoes Avore placed so as to 
tear to pieces all the transverse bulk- 
heads, and po make it inipoaaible for 
the Spaniards to send doAvn divers to 
patch them up, and by closing all the 
cargo ports to raise tho ship and make 
tho channel clear again. 


"When Hobson got far enough aAvay 
he set off the torpedoes. 
The Merri- 
mac went to the bottom Avith a roar. 
She Avas not smashed to pieces. 
Her 
bottom Avas torn out and she Avas left 
there an imj)assable barrier. 


"When they saAv their work had 
been accomplished Hobson and his 
men made a dash to escape. 
They did 
not row ashore and surrender. 
They 
did their level beat to get back to us, 
but it Avas impossible. 
The Spaniards 
ashore, 
Avho stood amazed at their 
daring, put after them as soon as the 
torpedoes exploded. 
They Avere cap- 
tured after a hard fight, in Avhich, I 
believe, two Avere slightly Avounded. 


"That*s the entire story of one of 
the greatest acts of courage since the 
Avorld began, an act Avhich every man 
on the fleet Avas eager to perform and

require study and practice, just as 
STiccesfi iu legitimate business demands 
education and experience. 
The bur- 
glar who does several 'jobs' and eludes 
the officers of the law is a keen ob- 
server, a man of forethought, aud one 
whose executive ability is unques- 
tioned. 
Houses are not entered be- 
cause they have brownstone fronts, 
nor are stores broken iuto by the pro- 
fessional thief without an investiga- 
tion. 
When the skillful burglar is to 
do a 'job' he studies the habits of the 
resident or proprietor. 
In a ca^e in 
Troy a few years ago a jevrelvy 
store 
was robbed. 
Ap^jarently there was 
not a clue. 
Detectives ' were placed 
on the case and named the thieves by 
the method employed in getting into 
the store, and subsequently the thieves 
were 
convicted. 
Certain 
burglars 
always enter a cellar and come up 
through stairs, floor or trap doors. 
Others have skeleton keys. Others go 
above and come downstairs. 
Some 
break in rear and others front doors. 
In the robbery above referred to the 
two thieves had been in Troy three 
successive Saturday nights. They had 
fastened, a silk thread on all entrances 
iu such a way that if any one entered 
or left the store the thread would be 
broken. 
Thus the burglars learned 
that the proprietor aud clerks did not 
visit the store after closing »Saturday 
night until Sunday. 
The fourth Sat- 
urday night they Vracked' the safe. 
Except for their methodical way of en- 
tering (by tho cellar) no suspicion 
would have attached itself to them. 


'*Even burglars have some style. 
People living in modest homes, unless 
they have large sums of money or 
jewelry, need not fear a visit from the 
¡professional. 
He is always posted on 
the plunder for M'hioh he seeks. 
As a 
rule, burglars are cowards, and it is 
only in emergencies that revolvers are 
iised."—Troy (N. Y.) Times.
